Crop Report 
Is Optimistic 


Shows That With 
Favorable Conditions of Moisture 
Such’as This Year, Wheat Sown 
Late Does Well. 


Past Experience 


Winnipeg, June 6—Rains — inter: 
rupted farm work in many sections 
of the west during the past week, re- 
ports the agricultural department of 
the Canadian Pacific Railway. In 
spite of this a good deal of seeding 
was accomplished and the drills are 
to-day in full swing everywhere. 
Most of the land intended for wheat 
has been seeded, 

The outcome of late seeding de- 
pends on growing conditions and the 
nature of the early fall. Past experi- 
ence shows that if moisture condl- 
tions are right, and this year they 
are favorable, wheat sown late gener- 
ally does well. Early wheat is up four 
or five inches, and growing rapidlly, 
the stand being even and of good 
color. As indicated in the last  re- 
port, there will be decreases in the 
wheat acreage in Manitoba and Sas- 
katchewan, but from present indica- 
tions it seems certain that Alberta 
will have as large a wheat area as 
last year, as there is a sreat deal of 
new land which has been brought 
under cultivation. Moisture situation 
is so favorable that seed is germin- 
ating in three or four days after 
going into the ground, and the crop 
gencrally is in a position to stand a 
long spell without further precipita- 
tion and a period of dry, warm weath- 
er will be welcome. 

Rain delayed seeding over larger 
part of Saskatchewan last week, but 
work generally is now again under 
way. Probably 85 to 90 per cent of 
the wheat is in and 60 to 74 per cent 
of coarse grains. Warm wanather will 
prove essential to a promising start 
and with this assured, thera is no

unusually well rooted. 

Crop conditions in Alberta are ex- 
ceptionally good. 80 per cent of 
wheat. is in on the Coutts, Cardston, 
Taber and Stirling  sub-divisions. 
Throughout the rest of the province 
wheat seeding is about completed. 
About 65 to 70 per cent of coarse 
grains are seeded, Wheat sown early 
is a splendid stand, and so far has 
suffered no damage. Fall wheat and 
rye crops are more promising than 
they have been for years. Grass is 
coming along splendidly,

bia, Pears and sweet cherries are 
over the bloom stage, the blossom 
being heavy.

| Agricultural Wealth of Thir- 
ty Millions in West is 
Prediction 


Calgary, June 3.—C. W. Peterson, 
editor of the Farm and Ranch Re- 
view, in his address before the Can- 
adian Manufacturers’ association del- 
egates and the boovd of trade at noon 
today sought to establish more firm. 
ly in the minds of his hearers the 
porition of the agrarian in the scheme 
of Canadian life, aud to present some 
of the problems now confronting this 
section of industry. He told of the 
introduction of ‘farm implements 
which may greatly reduce the cost of 
grain production, and expressed the 
opinion that, since a type of com- 
bined ‘binder and threshing machine 
had been in use in the United States 
for some years, it was regrettable 
that the Canadian manufacturers had 
neglected, until recent years, to as 
sist in making a similar machine for 
use on Canadian farms. In conclu- 


sion he urged a closer understanding ° 


between the farmer and the manu- 
facturer, particularly on the question 
of tariff. 

Pointing out that the population 
west of the Great Lakes in 25 years 
has increased from 600,000 to 2,-600,- 
000 and the investment in agricul- 
ture from $264,000,000 to $4,000,000,- 
000, and that similar vast increases 
have been registered in crop acreage, 
and in the production of dairy pro- 
ducts, the speaker declared that no 
other country on the face of tha 
earth can show progress to equal these 
figures, which become all the more 
staggering when it is realized that 
they are based upon the utilization 
of less than 21 per cent of the known 
arable areas of western Canada which 
contain an area fit for agriculture 
exceeding one-half of the total arable 
area in the United States, 

“This means that, aside from im: 
provements in yield, western Canada's 
arable area will some day produce 
annually agriclutural wealth in excess 
of twenty billions of dollars with pur

Confederation and After; 
Sixty Years of Progress; 
The British North 


America Act | 

The original Dominion of Canada, 
formed July 1, 1867, by the British 
North America Act, was composed of 
four Provinces, Ontario, Quebec, Nova 
Scotia and New Brunswiek. Manitoba 
became the fifth Province in 1870; in 
1871 British Columbia became the 
sixth; in 1873, Prinee Edward Island 
became the seventh; in 1905 Alberta 
and Saskatchewan became the eighth 
and ninth Provinces; Yukon became 
a Territory in 1898 and all the rest of 
Canada “The Northwest  Terri- 
tories.” The British North America 
Act may be termed the “Written Con- 
stitution” of Canada, although in Can- 
ada there is much that is unwritten 
in that Constitution which has ‘been 
defined as “the totality of the prin- 
ciples more or less vaguely and gen- 
erally stated upon which we think the 
people should be governed.”

The difference between the Consti- 
tution of Canada and that of the 
United States has been described (by 
the Hon. W. R. Riddell) as, speaking 
generally, amounting to this: “In 
Canada anything unconstitutional is 
wrong, however legal it may be; in 
the United States anything unconsti- 
tutional is illegal, however right and 
even advisable it may be.” 

There is no provision in the B.N.A. 
Act for amendments thereto, the rea- 
son being that when the Provinces of 
Lower and Upper Canada were united, 
in 1841, into the Province of Canada, 
the old Lower Province was largely 
populated by French-Canadians al- 
most all of whom were Roman Catho- 
lics and much attached to their old 
laws and customs; the remainder of 
the people of the New Dominion were 
largely English-speaking and Protest- 
ant, in general attached to English 
law and customs. While the French- 
Canadians were willing to enter into 
a contract with their English-speak- 
ing brethren, they were not willing to 
enter into a contract which could ‘be 
varied by the more numerous English 
without their consent. 

Still there is no difficulty 1m having 
an amendment made when desired. It 
it brought about in this fashion; an 
Address to the Sovereign is passed by 
both Houses of Parliament at Ottawa 
asking for ‘the amendment specified. 
According to the unwritten Constitu- 
tion, the vote on the Address must be

Trading Posts to Capital 
One of the things that links three 
of our western capitals with the days 
before Confederation is the interesting 
fact that each of them was at one 
time an important centre of the fur 
trade. Winnipeg covers the site of 
Fort Garry, Edmonton of Fort: Ed- 
monton and Victoria of Fort Victoria. 


Winnipeg’s association with the fur 
trade in fact goes much farther back. 
The old North West Company and 
the Hudson’s Bay Company both had 
trading posts at the mouth of the 
Assiniboine, and as early as 1738 
La Verendrle, the famous Canadian 
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Things have changed considerably 
since the days of Fort Garry, Fort 
Edmonton and Fort. Victoria. Those 
trading posts were occupied by a 
handful of white traders, with their 
half-breed boatmen and hunters 
Indians roamed about the country 
that is now the four western prov: | 
inces; countless herds of buffalo 
blackened the plains. To-day busy 
modern cities cover the sites of the 
old trading posts; three great provin- 
cial buildings rise majestically from 
where Indian tepees or campfires once 
stood; thousands of square miles of 
wheat-fields have taken the place of 
the old grazing grounds of the buff- 
alo; and two transcontinental railway 
systems follow the river systems that 
were once the thoroughfare of the fur 
trader, 

It seems almost incredible, as one 
stands on the busy streets of these 
flourishing Canadian cities of to-day, 
that within the memory of men now 
living, such as the venerable Western 
Canadian poet, Charles Mair, the only 
commerce that existed in these places 
was the trade in peltries, the only 
means of communication the canoe or 
horse or ox-cart, and the only govern- 
ment that of the famous Company of 
Adventurers of England trading into

SECOND FORTNIGHTLY 
STATEMENT ON THE 
CROPS IN ALBERTA 


Issued by Department of Agriculture, 
Government of Alberta, Edmonton, 
Jnue 2, 1927 
In spite of rains in some sections 
of the Province during the past two 
weeks, which have delayed work on 
the land for several days, rapid pro- 
gress generally has been made ‘with 
seeding. Wheat seeding in practically 
all districts has been completed and 
early-sown grain in many fields is cov- 
ering the ground, Drills are still busy 
with oats and barley. Taking the 
province us a whole, it is estimated 
that fully 75 per cent of these grains 
have been sown and the remainder 
will be completed within the next 

ten days, 

The wheat acreage seeded in the 
south of the province ig estimated to 
be about on a par with that of 1926, 
while throughout the central and 
northern sections reports indicate that 
this acreage will show quite a decided 
increase owing to the considerable 
area of new land cleared and broken 
last’ season in preparation for the 
1927 crop. This factor, it is expected, 
will fally compensate for the areas in 
some low-lying fields where the pres- 
ence of water made seeding imposs- 
ible. The acreage which will be seed- 
ed to the coarse grains in most dis- 
tricts is reported to ‘be about equal 
to that in 1926, 


In the southern part of the prov- 
ince early sown wheat is from four to 
six inches high, of good healthy col- 
or and making rapid prowth. Heavy 
rains during the past week in some 
sections of the south have delayed 
completion of coarse grain seeding 
to some extent. Winter wheat and 
winter rye generally have come 
through in) good condition and are 
growing rapidly.

Reports from districts in the Peace 
River area indicate that, the wheat 
acreage seeded this year is fully equal 
to that of 1926 and that the coarse 
grain acreage will show a marked in- 
crease.

or against the “men of money” in a 
hockey game would automatically 
losa his simon-pure certificate and 
would be prohibited from playing with 
amateurs. Sport needs some power- 
ful magnetic force to draw all play 
life to a centre where uniformity in 
laws can be secured and maintained, 

Leaders in sport would appreciate 
the presence of a power that would 
command the fear and respect of law- 
breakers. It is generally admitted 
that some athletes whose amateur 
standing is questioned are encouraged 
to take false affidavits because they 
know that means of obtaining definite 
information are orude and there is 
not sufficient authority to prosecute. 
Under government control it would 
be much easier to separate amateur 
wheat from professional chaff and the 
seriousness of falsely declaring 
would be given greater recognition. 
National Registration of Boy Life 
in Canada Is Desirable 

Government control would make it 
‘possible for Canada to form and con- 
trol a National Registration of our boy 
life. Sports are arranged for certain 
ages and executives often have diffi- 
culty in ascertaining the correctness 
of an applicant's age,

er, which so far has not even been 
suggested, let alone defined. Yet, 
Many who would not support a com- 
plete Government supervision would 
readily agree that the present .dissoc- 
iation of governments from assistance 
in sports is deplorable and that more 
aid and encouragement would be ex- 
ceedingly helpful. 

In any event, whether we are sup- 
Porters of government control in 
sport or total prohibition of political 
influence in our play, we might well 
ask of athletic executives, community 
leaders, sporting ‘editors, spectators 
and premiers: 


You talk of your breed of cattle 
And plan for a higher strain; 

You double the food-in the pasture 
And heap up the measure of grain; 

You draw on the wits of the nation 
To better the barn and the pen— 

But what are you doing, my brother, 
To better the breed of men?
